WRECK, 

The News Advrartiser ar Vanoonver, 
printe the folowing description of tbh 
wreok of the Clallam:

Friday and the nicht following. The 
Vessel was a regular daily Passenger 
packet. She wade moderately good 


progress across the Straits bound for 
Vistoria, until Trial Island, off the 
emtrance to the harbor, was abeam. 
Then a terrifie crags-eea. was pelting 
the vessel, retarding her pregress, 
abd. making life uneemfortable for 
thos: aboard. Little fear was mani- 
fested until wore came .up frem be- 
low that the vessel was leaking. In- 
¥estigation showed that the waves 
on the windward side had stove in a 
dead-light, through which the water 
rushed ‘n volumes, resisting all ef- 
forts to stop it. Seeing the effarts 
te be futile, the safety of the pas- 
seogers, particulariy the women end 
shildren, waa looked after, and ali 
who desired were put..off from the 


ateamer in the. ship's boats. 

The heavily-ladea boats were 
thrown about wildly in the choppy 
sea, and, one after another, after suc- 
ceeding in getting away from. the 
Wessel, were either capsized or 
swamped. 

The terrible fury of the storm is 
attested to by the fact. that not a 


Weman or child of those on board 
the smal! boats which ieft the ship 
when she was first in danger, lived 
to tell the tale. 

Werd had come from Victoria of 
the veasel’s predicament, and a fleet 
of. powerful tugs were despatched 
from Pert Townsend to render assist- 
ance. The Richard Holyoke, in com- 
mand of Captain Robert Hall, was 
the first to reach the Clallam, which 
had by this time careened partly over 


irom the mruaeh of water which had 
put.the engines out of commission. 
The Hlolyoke reached the -Clailam 
ebout 11 o’clock at nighi, and about 
1 a.m. succeeded in getting a hawser 
aboar She started to . tow the 
Gilallam to saiety, but the. steamer 
took heavy lurch, and those on 
board were compelled to take to the 
ro ‘ > pilot house for safety. 

Without moment’s hesitation the 
tug’s boats were lowered and © the 
work rescue began. 

At this time the tug Sea Lion, Cap- 


tain Hunter, arrived, and her men 
rendered valuable aasistance. 

Betore all the struggling people 
kad been taken off,.,the Clallam 
commenced to break up, and soon jal- 
terwards went down. Alb possible 
agsistance to the rescued=people was 
given the two shipmasters and 
their crews and the tugs hurried to 
Pert Townsend. The passengers anc 
the remainder of the crew then took 
passage on Dirigo, bound for 
Seattle
